Washington, June 10.—Justice Hughes late today- 
sent a telegram to Chairman Harding of the republican 
national convention formally accepting the republican 
nomination for the presidency. 


At the same time it was announced that the justice 
had resigned as associate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States. 


Justice Hughes sent his resignation by messenger to 
President Wilson.

Coliseum, Chicago, June 10.— 
Charles Evans Hughes, of New 
York, was today nominated for 
president of the United States by 
the republican national conven- 
tion, and Charles Warren Fair- 
banks, of Indiana, was named for 
vice president. With the comple- 
tion of a few remaining formal- 
ities, the convention adjourned.

came on the third ballot and only 
one ballot was needed to select 
Fairbanks

There was an enthusiastic demon- 
stration after the candidates were 
nominated.

New Device Being Tried Out 
by the (Government For- 
est Service. 


Washington, 
June 
10.—A 
machine 
which plants from 10 to 15 t&ousand 
forest tree seedlings a' day is now being 
used _ at 
Letch worth 
park 
iorest 
and 
Arboretum, in Wyoming county, N. Y., 
jiccording to officials of the forest ser- 
vice who are acting as advisers in the 
work. 
Previously the planting has been 
done by hand at the.rate of 1,200 to 
1,500 trees each day per man. 


The machine was designed to set out 
cabbage and tomato plants, but works 
equall.y well with trees. 
It is about 
the size of an 
ordinary mowing ma- 
chine and is operated by three , men and 
two horses. 
One man 'drives the team 
while the other two handle the seed- 
lings. 
The machine makes a furrow in 
which the trees are set at any desired 
distance, and an automatic device in- 
dicates where they should be dropped. 
Two metal-tired wheels push and roll 
the dirt firmly down around the roots. 
This is a very desirable feature, it ia 
said, because the trees are apt to die 
if tliis is not well done. 
Two attach- 
ments make it possible to place water 
and 
fertilizer 
a t 
the 
roots 
of 
each 
seedling. 
Another 
attachment 
marks 
the line on which the next row of trees 
is to be planted. 


No cost figures are available yet, but 
officials say that the cost will be much 
less than when the planting is done by 
hand. 
It is stated that the 
machine 
can be used on any land which has been 
cleared and is not too rough to plow 
and harrow.

Wàshington, D. C., June 9.—No float- 
ing thing that can whip her can catch 
her and nothing she can whip can es- 
cape her! 


This sums up the power of the type 
of battle cruiser to be added to Uncle 
Sam's navy when the congressional pro- 
gram is carried out. 
There will be live 
or more of them. 


The United 
States 
is the only, biy 
naval power today that does not pos- 
sess one of these swift sea 
monsters. 
For several years this country has hesi- 
tated, 
still 
wedded 
to the 
battleship 
and the dreadnaught. 
Meantime Eng- 
land, Germany and 
Japan 
have 
built 
fleets 
of these new naval terrors and 
America has been left far behind. 


Xow, however, we are going to make 
Ml- for lost time. 
The five ships al- 
ready authorized by congress will out- 
.steam and probably outahoot anything 
now afloat. 


They will be si.x knots an hour faster 
than anything of their class in either 
the British or German navies and 20 
per 
cent, larger than any 
first 
class 
fighting 
craft known to have been pro 
jected up to the opening of the Euro- 
pean war. 


The 
new 
American 
battle 
cruisers 
will cost more than 
$20.000,000 eacli, 
have a speed of 35 nautical miles an 
hour, a displacement of 32,000 tons and 
an armament 
of ten 14-inch or eîgÎit 
16-inch rifles. 


America's coast defense 
problem 
is 
like that of no other nation. 
This is 
the 
only 
large 
naval 
power 
having 
coasts on two oceans. 
Experts havu 
declared 
the battle ,cniiser, with 
its 
speed and wide cruisinpr radius, is the 
ideal means of keeping an enemy fro« 
cur shores. 


In 24 hours these cruisers could be 
almost 1,000 miles off our coast. 
In 
48 hours they could reach the Panama 
canal.

is Right in Wall Street's Back Yard 


Investigators Say 
Hovels 
Where Babies Die Are 
Owned by Men Whose 
Luxurious Offices Tower 
Above. 
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The Pageant of Fort 
Wayne. 


The widespread publicity given it, the weeks of ceaseless prepa- 
ration and the tremendous popular interest in the pageant of Fort 
Wayne given in connection with this city's celebration of Indiana's 
centennial anniversary in a measure prepared the public for a spec- 
tacle of unusual pretentions. We are very certain, however, that it 
atterly failed to carry popular expectation up to an adequate meas- 
ure of the actual realization of the splendor, the vastness, tlie im- 
pressiveness and the real artistry of the finished production as given 
by the some 1,400 Fort W^ayne people who have part in the spectacle. 


This is saying much, but it is wholly merited and wholly within 
the realm of positive actuality. The production is not merely vast, 
not merely gorgeous, not merely well done. 
It is more than any 
and all of these. It is a spectacle that inspires, that broadens, that 
instructs and that impresses as no other vehicle could impress the 
historical transition of this important section of the frontier from 
primeval days, and which constituted, in. the admirable conception 
of Wallace Rice, the outhor, the actual opening of the "Glorious 
Gateway of the West." 


If one has conceived the idea that the pageant is merely a 
"show," designed for the momentary entertainment bf those who 
witness it, let that idea be dismissed at once. It is much bigger, 
much broader and much deeper than that. 
It is in actuality the 
wonderful story of pioneer Fort Wayne, enacted with all the realism 
and the fidelity to history that it is possible to incorporate in a 
visualization of the story of the years of the frontier period. 
It 
presents again and again intimate glimpses of the historic characters, 
the momentous events and the dramatic episodes of early Fort 
Wayne, Its leading characters are familiar names to even the casual 
student of Fort Wayne history, and there is an added charm in the 
little glimpses into the home life, the hopes, the fears, the struggles 
and the lighter shades, too, of the lives of those who builded here 
and whose descendants are still playing a part in the life of Fort 
Wayne as did their ancestors long ago. There could scarcely be con- 
ceived a finer, more purposeful or more delightfully portrayed story 
of early Fort Wayne than that enacted in the charming setting its 
producers have chosen for it. 


There will be no grudgingly given encomiums upon the splen- 
did work of Mr. Rice, the author, Mr. Roberi;son, the pageant mas- 
ker, tfie scores of Fort Wayne people who are appearing in the 
prominent roles, the hundreds of others who labor most effectively in 
supplying the vital surroundings and atmosphere and who carry for- 
ward the action of the six big scenes which tell the inspiring story 
In so splendid a fashion. It is a pleasure to pay them all the merited 
tribute of sincere praise. It is due them, and the centennial com- 
mittees may fairly share, also, the credit for so great an achievement 
?o splendidly done. The pageant of Fort Wayne is nothing less than 
I complete triumph. 


The outstanding features of both the republican and the pro- 
gressive national platforms, if anything outstands at all in the pro- 
nouncement of party position, is national preparedness for defense. 
This was to have been expected, and it is altogether probable that 
the. democratic platform to be enunciated at St. Louis will similarly 
put emphasis on this issue.

There can be no doubt that preparedness will be a definite govem- 
niental policy regardless of the outcome of the November elections. 
The planks regarding Mexico are largely fine-sounding generalities 
which protest much against President Wilson's course and proclaim 
a purpose to do something different without explaining precisely 
what that something is. Nothing is easier to do than to find fault, 
and in this instance there is a lamentable lack of detail as to remedial 
measures, and the method of applying them. On questions of tariff, 
universal suffrage and other issues of moment, there is little choice 
between the utterances of the two parties.

In the very shadow of palatial sky- 
scrapers there lies a mass of 100-year- 
old hovels. 


And amonfT the business men whose 
luxurious offices tower above this slum 
are some who hold title to the dens of 
death it contaiirt! 


The wooden tenement buildings where 
babies 
die 
like 
flies 
in 
summer 
are 
owned by members of New York's land- 
ed aristicracy. 


This amazing contrast has just been 
brought to light by the annual report 
of the Bowlinff Green association, an or- 
jeranization working to do away 
with 
the described conditions. 
It 
is beinp 
used today by social workers an an ex- 
ample of the need of some bill like the 
Grosser colonization bill, pending in the 
house of representatives.

While the Crosser 
bill, establishing 
government farm 
colonies, is planned 
primarily 
to 
alleviate 
unemployment, 
its operation would also help clean up 
slums, 


Down in Wall gtreet's backyard 10,- 
nOO immigrants 
are huddled 
together 
into vile-smelling tenements where the 
baby death rate i« three times that in 
other parts of the city! 


A third of these 
immierrants como 
from farms in Europe, and if they could 
only get onto farms in America 
they 
would 
lead useful, healthy lives, and 
bring up sturdy children. 
Here 
their 
children are weak and sickly. 
In the 
dense-packed 
streets, 
some 
child 
is 
crushed or killed 
daily by a 
heavy 
truck! 


The tenements swarm with a dozen 
families to the floor, having only one 
common sink amonsr them. 
The houses 
nre 
perfect 
bedlams. 
Tuberculnsis 
rnothers and babies, cripples and defec- 
tives languish in the unventilated bed- 
rooms. 


And vet, while our immierants 
are 
being herded into slums like this, the 
New York congestion 
committee 
has 
published 
figures to 
show how 
much 
they are needed to work on our ifow 
uncultivated farm land.

HUGHES DECLARES HIS 


ATTITUDE IN ACCEPTING 


Washington, June 10.—^Justice Hughes' 
telegram to Chairman Harding, accept- 
ing the nomination for ,the presidency 
and setting forth his views is as fol- 
lows: 


"Mr. Chairman and delegates: I have 
not desired the nomination. I have wish- 
ed to remain on the bench.. But in this 
critical period in our national history I 
recognize it is your right to 
summon 
and that it is my paramount duty to 
respond. You speak at a time of nation- 
al exigency transcending merely partisan 
considerations. 
You voice the demand 
for a dominant, thorough-going 
Amer- 
icanism with firm protective upbuilding 
policies, essential to our peace and se- 
curity; and to that call, in this crisis, I 
cannot fail to answer with these pledges 
of all that is in me to service of our 
country. 
Therefore I accept the nomina- 
tion. 


"I stand for the firm and unflinching] 
maintenance of all the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens on land and sea. 
I neither 
impugn motives nor underestimate dif- 
ficulties. 
But I most regrettably he- 
heve that in our foreign relations 've 
have suffered incalculably from the weak 
and vacillating course which has been 
taken with regard to Mexico—a coursc 
lamentably wrong with regard to both 
our rights and our duties. 
We inter- 
fered without 
consistency; 
and 
v/hile 
seeking to dictate when we were not 
concerned, we utterly failed to appre- 
ciate and discharge our plain duty to 
our own citizens. 


"At the outset of the adnunistrati<»n 
the high responsibilitifs of our diplo- 
matic intercourse with foreign nations 
were subordinated to a canception 
of 
partisan requirements and we nresented 
to the world a humiliating spectacle of 
inaptitude. 
Belated 
efforts have 
not 
availed 
to recover the influence 
and 
prestige so unfortunately sacrificed, and 
brave words have been stripped of their 
force by indecision. 


"I desire to see 
our 
diplomacy re- 
stored to its best standards and to have 
these advanced; to have no sacrifices of 
national interest to partisan expedien- 
cies; to have the first ability of the 
country always at its command here and 
abroad in diplomatic intercoiirse to main- 
tain firmly our rights under internation- 
al law; insisting steadfastly upon all our 
rights as mutual and fully performing 
our international obligations and by the 
clear correctness and justness of our 
position and our manifest ability and 
disposition to sustain them to dignify 
our place among the nations. 


"I stand for an 
Americanism 
that 
knows no ulterior purpose; for a patrio- 
tism that is single and complete. W^heth- 
er native or naturalized of whatever race 
or creed, we have but one country and • ences _ may be 
we do not for an instant tolerate any 
division of allegiance. 


"I believe in making prompt provision 
to assure absolutely our national secur- 
ity. 
I believe in preparedness, not only 
entirely adequate for our defense with 
respect to 
number 
and equipment 
in 
both army and liavy, but with all thor- 
oughness to the end that in each branch 
of the service there may be, the utmost 
efficiency under the most .competent ad- 
ministrative heads 
We are devoted to 
the ideals of honorable peace 
We wish 
to promote all wise and practicable meas- 
ures for the just settlement of interna- 
tional disputes, in view of our abiding 
ideals there is no danger of militarism 
in this country 
We have no policy of 
aggresiveness, no lost territory; no zeal 
for strife. 
It is in this spirit that we 
demand adequate provision for national 
defense and we condemn the inexcus- 
able neglect that has been shown in this 
matter of first national importance. 
We 
must have the strength which self re- 
spect demands, the strength of an effi- 
cient nation ready for every emergency. 


"Our pre^ration must be industrial 
and economic as well as military. 
Our 
severest tests will come after the war 


Ls ended. 
In preventing, as we must, 
unjust discriminations and monopolist- 
ic practices, we must still be zealous to 
assure the foundations of honest busi- 
ness, ^rticularly should we seek the 
expansion of foreign trade. 
We must 
not throttle American enterprise here 
ar abroad, but rather promote it and 
take pride in honorable achievementir. 
We must take up the serious problems 
of transportation of interstate and for- 
eign commerce in a sensible and candid 
manner and provide an anduring baais 
for prosperity by the intelligent use oi 
the constitutional powers of congress so 
as to adequately protcct the public on 
the one hand and on the other to con- 
serve the essential instrumentalities of 
orcgress. 


"I stand for the principles of our civil 
service laws. 
In every department of 
government the highest efficiency must 
be insisted upon. 
For «11 laws and pro- 
grams are vain without efficient and im- 
partial administration, 


"I cannot within the limits of thia 
statement speak upon all the «ubjecii 
that will require attention, 
I can only 
say that I fully endorse the platform 
you have adopted, 


"I deeply appreciate the responsibility 
you impose I should have been glad to 
have that responsibility placed upon an- 
other. 
But I shall undertake to meet it, 
grateful for the confidence you express. 


sincerely trust that all former differ- 
forgotten and that we 
mav have united effort in a patriotic 
realization of our nJ^tional need and op- 
portunity. 


"I have resigned my judicial office and 
I am ready to devote myself unreserved- 
ly to the campaign.

His Icy Reputation. 


A *'aod-Mother'' of 
New Woman's Party : 


BRETHREN TRANSFERRED HERE.

"That 
animated feather duster,"

term applied by his opponent, Wm. R. 
Hearst, elected Chas. E. Hughes gover- 
nor of New York. 
And even that fatal 
mis-speech of the New 
York 
editor 
changed the result by so slight a mar- 
gin that on election night, Hughes, be- 
lieying he was defeated, said to his 
wife: 


"My dear, I congratulate you. 
You 
have escaped two years of genteel pov- 
erty at Albany." 


It was a jest, of course, but still It 
was Hughes to a T. 
He didn't partic- 
ularly want the job, and he didn't par- 
ticularly care if the people didn't want 
him to have it. 


He didn't "reward" the men who had 
worked for his election—and 
in 
fact 
tl ere weren't many. 
Hughes regarded 
their efforts as voluntary, undertaken 
without an eye to advancement or a 
pat on the back. 
He hadn't requested 
their help. 
He never 
asked a favor. 
That, also, is Hughes to a T. 


He's not a politician. 
He doesn't like 
to kiss strange babies. 
When 
Presi- 
dent Taft 
sent him to the 
supreme 
court Hughes took the job "for life or 
good behavior"—and to all appearance 
he has seemed perfectly willing to. stay 
there. 
True, he never actually said "I 
won't 
accept; the nomination 
for the 
presidency if it is offered to me"—and 
this fact was used principally by the 
forces that didn't want him nominated. 


His middle ^ame., 
Avhich is Evans 
should be System—for that's the key 
note of his life. 
He may have been a 
m^'stery to the world at large, but he 
never was a mystery to Charles Evan» 
liughes. 


His father was a Baptist minister; 
Hughes himself looks something like a 
preacher. 
His 
whiskers 
aren't 
so 
sv.-eeping now as they were when he 
defeated Hearst for governor of New 
"^'ork: they're more orderly and sys- 
tematic. 


They used to refer to Hughes as an 
icicle, but that isn't done any more. 
People know he isn't. 
His emotions, 
however, are never on the surface. 
He 
reads the Bible; he smokes, sometimes, 
cigars and often a pipe; ho is no tee- 
tctaller. 
He likes hard work, dogs and 
music. 
He'e a good deal of a jokester 
in a deaconi.sh sort of way; sometirae.s 
among his intimates he grows almost 
boyish. 
Pete, a mongrel dog, nearly 
always ate in the" executive mansion 
dining room at Albany. 


Some called Hughes narrow; but they 
say in Washington that the jurist has 
broadened as his whiskers have rcduced 
their spread. 


Hughes was born 
at 
Glens 
Falls, 
N. Y., April 
11, 1862. 
He 
attended 
Colgate university and got his degree 
at Brown. 
He started practicing law in 
New York citv in 1.^84. where he mar- 
ried Miss Antoinette C-irter in 
1888. 
He taught law at Cornell between ISill 
and 1895. and was .snocial lecturer at 
the New York law school imtil 1900. 


Hughes' work as counsel for the Stev- 
ens gas commission and the Armstrong 
insurance commission before the New 
York legislature in 100.5 and inOG fo- 
cused the public 
eye 
on him, and 
brought him the renublican nomination 
for mayor of New York—which he de- 
clined.

Republicans Prepare to Drop Favorite 
Sons in Siiort Order and Flop to 
Supreme Court Justice. 


Chicaffo, June 10.—A jreneral break- 
ing; up of the favorite sons delegates 
•was evident today as the hour for the 
assembling of the republican 
conven- 
tion aonroached. 
The general drift was 
toward Justice Hughes. 


Senator Sherman, of Illinois, released 
his 56 delegates and it was said that 
practically all would vote for Hughes 
on the first ballot today—the third of 
the 
convention. 
Senator 
Weeks 
re- 
leased 
his 
delegates 
and 
while 
the 
Massachusetts men indicated they want- 
ed to stay with liim to the end 
the 
others gave signs of going over to the 
Justice. 
Yesterday Mr. Weeks polled 
'105 votes at his topmost strength. 


Fairbanks supporters gave indications 
of not pressing their fight further and 
the Hughes leaders expected more addi- 
tions to their columns from Indiana 
and other states. 


No Word from Roosevelt. 


Progressive leaders met in an early 
conference but had no word 
of 
Col. 
'Hoosevelt's probable course would take 
a probable nomination from the progres- 
sives if the republicans nominated Jus- 
tice Hughes. 
There also was an early 
meeting of republican and progi-essive 
peace conferees. 


Delegates to the republican and pro- 
gressive national conventions, weary and 
apprehensive, this morning entered up 
jon the fourth day of their deliberation 
with uncertainty to impending events 
written large over tlie doorways of the 
Coliseum and Auditorium Avhere the big 
gatherings are being held. 


The progressives met at 10:30 o'clock 
and the republicans half an hour later. 
No one could say 
whether night 
fall 
would witness the nomination of dual 
presidential candidates or developments 
would result in consummating the cam- 
paign being made for harmony between 
the two conventions. 


Hughes, Root, Roosevelt. 


Hughes, Root and Roosevelt were the 
names most often spoken as the dele- 
gates gathered state by state for the 
ordeal confronting them. 
The tenseness 
of the situation which has been gather- 
inir force for days was acute and showed 
on everv face. 


Party leaders and 
many 
delegates 
who had retired for two or three hours 
Bleep after a hard day and long night 
were out early this morning eager for 
any scrap of news that seemed to in- 
dicate the slightest 
shifting 
of 
the 
political winds, 
ilany had not slept at 
all. 


The strain of the supreme conte-st 
over the destinies of the two parties was 
almost overwhelming to some of the 
men who had most at stake. 
From 
miflniffht until after dawn automobiles 
continued to ppeerl rapidly from hotel 
to club and back to hotel as varinus con- 
ferences broke up and others were bo- 
eun. 


Rumors of All Kinds.

"Root will be nominated by the re- 
publican convention with the approval 
of Roosevelt," said a second. 


"P^oosevelt will be nominated by both 
conventions," said a third. 


"It will be a dark horse," predicted a 
fourth. 


Many went back into the history of 
the republican party to the days of its 
founding in efforts to discover some sort 
of parallel for the balloting that is nov/ 
under way. 


Few Predicted Deadlock. 
Some few declarc that there would 
result a deadlock in the balloting that 
would carry the republican convention 
over into next week. 


A peculiar fact in connection with the 
fight over the head of the republican 
ticket is that up to this morning the 
question of a vice-presidential candidate 
has been given practically no consider- 
ation in the many conferences. 


The peace conferees from the two con- 
ventions who held their second meeting 
late , last night and early this morning

"We will 
come to some agreement before we go 
into the conventions today." 


Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, declared 
hir. belief that Hughes would be nom- 
inated regardless of any eventualities. 


Hope for Word From Roosevelt. 


However, if Col. Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay will say the word he still can have 
a tremendous effect upon the situation 
and not a few are hopefully awaiting a 
pronouncement 
from 
Sagamore 
Hill. 
Numbered among these are the various 
managers for "favorite" sons candidatfs 
who have joined forces and Avho control 
a majority of the votes on the floor of 
the convention. 


They were strong enough last night to 
force an adjournment of the convention 
against the efforts of the Hughes men 
ti> keep it in session. 
Justice Hughe.s 
v.'ith the 3281/2 votes which he received 
on t]>e second ballot last night started 
the day as the 
stron^'cst 
probability. 
Ills opponents maintained adjournment 
of the convention at the conclusion of 
the ballot spells defeat for the former 
New Yorker, but the Hughes supporters 
insisted they already had taken a great 
advantage which la.st night's adjourn- 
inent cannot affect in any degi-ee.

A large part of the

Hughes. 


As to Fairbanks. 


No one would undertake 
to speak 
specifically for the Fairbanks followers,

in work which they learned while the 
4 men were fighting for their country. 


"It is reasonable to assume that 
every man who went to war had either 
a wife or a sweetheart. While no fig- 
ures are possible regarding the total 
• deaths since the conflict began, the total 
is believed to be more than 2,000,000, 
and before the millions now fighting 
have returned to their homes in peace, 
this total may easily be doubled or 
tripled. 


"With the number of women in the 
majority at the start, it is safe to as- 
lume that the prospect of marriage 
when the war is over will be small, so 


When the wife ship comes 
into port 
small, in fact, that already statesmen 
are dii^cussing the advisability of legal- 
izing polygamy. 


"When the grim reaper becomes 
weary, the final figures which he will 
write in crimson will correspond with 
that many unmated women, who will 
have small possibility of marrying while 
they live in their native land. Heart- 
sick of the struggles abroad, burdened 
with the war taxes, these women wiU 
turn hopeful eyes to the unscathed 
shores of America. It will be as if a 
great plague had^swept over their land, 
a plague which took only the male, 
striking down and maiming the best of 
^ 
stock, robbing these women and 
f^rls of the opportunity of motherhood 
and hurting posterity. ^ 


"They will dream of the great Amer- 
ican West, of the wandering cow- 
puncher, and the mining camp, where 
on<! woman sometimes is the mother of 
all and the only wife in many miles. 


"The question of handling this great 
influx of European women has brought 
forth many suggestions, all with the 
climax of finding husbands. 
There is 
no danger of enforcing matrimony upon 
the many American bachelors. Home 
talent miglit have done this before, if 
that had been possible. 


'' The American bachelor is noted for 
falling in love with a new type. He be- 
comes immured, as it were, with the 
beauty of the American girl. Also, the 
American girl now-a-days is thinking of 
steam-heated apartments and moving 
pictures more than ever before. She is 
decidedly scarce in the lonely reaches 
of the West, In the more thickly popu- 
lated sections of the East, where she is 
in the majority, she seems to prefer the 
department stores to the cook stoves of 
the little known, to them, ranches and 
mines. 


"But let the black eyes of the petite 
French girl, who longs for the quiet of 
our West away from the thoughts of 
war-trodden 
cities, 
flash 
over 
the 
healthy and discriminating 'puncher,' 
and it is a^safe bet that the 'puncher' 
vill begin thinking of a home of his 


own. Perhaps he will see an Italian 
beauty first, or a lass from Scotland, or 
a home-loving and fair-haired German 
girl. 


"In our Middle West and Southwest 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
ranchmen, miners, cowboys and others 
who have few opportunities of mar- 
riage. 
Most of the women of their 
communities are married. They either 
»vent there as wives, or with that prom- 
ising result in view. New families are 
growing up in this new country, but 
there are boys growing up, too, and the 
surplus of nien who went West by 
themselves, and haye remained there 
alone, continues. 


"Both the owners of ranches and the 
owners of mines prefer to have their 
men marry, because their employes do 
not drift from one place to another so 
much 
" 


Now, who'd a thought it? Shorty, 
that's hittin' at you strong. Here's 
what else it says: 


"And,those who stay in one job at- 
tend to their work better if they have 
an anchor at home. It will not be dif- 
ficult to find plenty of employers who 
would provide for a car of these women 
who are seeking homes. 


"Orphan asylums occasionally send a 
oar of babies over the country, and the 
babies always are adopted into good 
homes befpre the car has finished its 
scheduled journey. 
"Suppose a car of good-looking, 


earnest, home-wanting, strong-bodied 
young women should make a tour? 
Would these candidates for husbandy 
reach the Mississippi River? If it got 
to Oklahoma, would the ranch men es- 
tablish a dead line on the Texans ? Or 
if the car darted into the hills farther 
,north and west, among the bachelor 
cabins, would the plainsmen of Mon- 
tana and the Dakotas suddenly become 
prospeotors ? 


"There will be girls enough for all. 
Perhaps they will not be organized into 
carload lots, but if they were, they 
would fill many cars. There are men 
enough, too, as many Eastern school 
ma'ams have discovered in their sum- 
mer tours." 


How about that, Texas? Mail in from 
Indiana today? Well, we'll pass it by 
for the time being and read the rest: 


"These women of war-torn Europe 
will find the lonely American bachelors 
without a doubt. 
Some of them will 
not get West. They will land in New 
York, but they will know about the 
West, for the philanthropists already 
are discussing the ways and means of 
telling these women about the golden 
opportunities in America. 


"Occasionally a busy baohelor of the 
West finds a bride with the aid of Un- 
cle Sam's mail. He reads of the over- 
crowded cities. 
He looks about him 
and finds himself among other men 
with few or no marriageable 
girls 
around. 
Sometimes he writes to the 


mayor of the Eastern city, sometimes 
to the chief of police. Once in a great 
while one will make a personal investi- 
gation. 


"Often it happens, though, that the 
fiancee goes West with a photograph 
for identification. Recently one of 
these mail order boys, honestly wanting 
a bride and having a home for her, 
found a fair candidate. Perhaps he had 
been stung once arid lost not only his 
bride but the railroad fare he had sent 
to her. Anyway, this time he sent the 
money for the ticket to the mayor, and 
asked him to see that the girl boarded 


the train for the West 


"This time the young man found the 
right kind of a girl, for she reaUy want- 
ed a Western home and a husband. She 
gave up a position as a stenographer 
for it. She did not resent the fact that 
her future husband wasn't 
taking 
chances with her. It made her trust 
him all the more. 


"The docking of a wife-ship in New 
York would present a perplexing prob- 
lem, but it is not one that could not be 
solved. Thp chief thing would be the 
matter of protection for the women to 
see that honest men take them."

A recent trial in our courts has 
produced some interesting and com- 
prehensive discussions of jealousy, 
of its real nature, of the scientific 
reason for so much of it and of the 
good 
qualities 
it 
holds 
equally 
prominently with the bad. 


The common idea of jealousy Is 
that it is a terrible form of unnat- 
uralness, a monster, a mental atti- 
tude perhaps tinged with insanity. 
This popular view classes it indis- 
criminately with envy, hatred and a 
host of independent but often allied 
characteristics of the human mind. 


A minute analyzation of jealousy 
will show that this belief is a vague 
and careless one and that the real 
nature of jealousy is far different. 


Jealousy has its origin in the af- 
fections. A man who cares intense- 
ly and tremendously for a woman is 
reasonably sure to be jealous of her 
at some time in their married life, 
or at some time in his courting days. 
A woman who is completely in love 
with a man is in the same way pre- 
destined to have a twinge of jeal- 
ousy at some time. 


In the lives of happily 
married 
people it usually dies an early death, 
frequently never being recognized 
by any person other than the suf- 
ferer. 


TWO PHASES 
OF JEALOUSY. 
' 
" 


There are two distinct phases of 
concrete jealouesy, two divisions of 
the specific emotion, both of which 
are apart from envy or hatred, and 
each of which springs from the af- 
fections. The first is manifested in 
' certain 
formp o? insanity 
and is 
based 
upon unjustified 
suspicion. 
Jealousy is one of the first signs of 
alcoholic mania. This obviously is 
more current 
anion g 
men 
than 
among women. Husbands and lov- 
ers who have become dominated by 
alcohol frequently 
entertain 
the 
weirdest delusions concerning their 
wives and sweethearts, conjuring up 
in their minds wile» and impossible 
accusations 
and, 
believing them, 
hurl 
them at unfortunate 
women 
with passionate Intensity. 
It is a 
fixed delusion cropping up again and 
again, and only ceasing when the 
cause of it, alcoholic tyranny, is re- 
moved from their system. It is one 
of the early signs observed in paret- 
ics, and, when once it appears, is lia- 
ble to grow with the increase of the 
failing. 


The jealousy manifested under 
these conditions is not necessarily 
based upon any great love or upon 
any despicable selfishness. It rises 
from the diseased mind and is attrib- 
utable in the customary case to that 
flisintegratloa 
of mental 
control 
which is called alcoholic dementia. 


The second of the two forms is 
that which develops from so-called 
natural conditions. It is a common 
emotion, inherently 
selfish. 
But 
then love is selfish I 


JEALOUS CAUSB 
OF GOOD. 


Love is the desire for exclusive 
possession of some other mortal, the 
longing to be the sole comrade of 
some specified member of the oppo- 
site sex in both the reality and ro- 
mance of the world. Jealousy arises 
whea either of the two principals 
feels, suspects or imagines that the 
loved one no longer regards him or 
her as exclusive and preferred above 
all others in the universe. 


Sometimes jealousy has produced 
great good, but only in a reflective 
way. When a great soul suffers the 
I^angs of the miserable emotion it 
is called upon to exercise tremend- 
ous force of character to control it 
A sensitive nature is seared deeply 
by it, but the will power developed 
upon such occasions to restrain this 
emotion has often yroduced superb 
work along some particular lino of 
endeavor. 


Who will say tliat Dante was not 
]ea1oug of the man who married his 
adored Beatrice? 
And 
yet the 
ktallun genius conqusred hia misery' 
and in the very act of self-control 
trained himself to produce the mas- 
terpieces that have been the model 


for so much of literature since his 
day. 


John Ruskin exhibited perhaps the 
most famous example of controlled 
jealousy when he surrenderd 
his 
wife to the artist Millais when he 
discovered that she loved the paint- 
er, not himself. 


Lord Hamilton, the British diplo- 
mat and husband of the renowned 
beauty. Lady Hamilton, history in- 
forms us, recognized the futility of 
railing against fate when he discov- 
ered that his wife «-as in love with 
the young admiral. Lord Nelson. He 
understood clearly the disadvantage 
he, an elderly man, had in holding 
the love of his youthful wife and 
consequently resigned himself to the 
situation. 


Othello is a character 
nf fiction, 
but a character so real and so true 
to life in every particular that he 
may be considered as a person in 
history. He represents uncontrolled 
jealousy. 
He 
permitted 
his wild

Men, I believe, feel jealousy more 
deeply than do women. They surely 
can be aroused more easily. 
They 
do not trust other men when mat- 
ters of love are concerned. In busi- 
ness and in the club they may lut 
implicit trust 
in each other, buv 
when the triangle so celebrav^ed in 
the French drama is hinted at they 
become enemies. 
ATEKAGE WOMAU 
HOT SUSPICIOUS. 


This is not so with the average 
-woman. 
She is not so suspicious 
as a man. She has more confidence 
in her mate than has he. 


This fact may 
be explained by 
psychology. 
Man is the aggressor. 
With him lies the initiative. The 
husband or lover knows that if true 
grounds for jealousy are establish- 
ed it will be due to the prompting 
of some man, and that his wife or 
sweetheart will reinain true to him 
so long as all invaders keep away. 


A man will become jealous upon 
slighter provocation, but the woman 
will forget it less easily. 
He will 
fly into a fury and storm and rant, 
but will back down and apologize, 
while she, once her slower jealousy 
Is aroused, will become resentful 
and bitter, carrying the affair to its 
bitter end. She feels that she should 
be the only woman in his life and 
that his Infidelity wreaks a per- 
manent injury upon her. 


A man is apt to be jealous In a 
general sense; a woman's jealousy 
is most likely to be aroused over 


some one distinct and specific act 
WATCHES THB 
WOMAN CLOSELY. 


He watches her closely to detect, 
if h^ can, any lack of adoration of 
himself. It is a part of man's in- 
herent 
egotism. 
He regards thf 
woman he loves supremely adorable, 
and, believing that 
all other men 
must 
look 
upon her in the same 
light, he suspects all men. 
Every 
husband wants adoration, and he de- 
mands that his wife concede to him 
all of the masculine virtues to be 
found in a world of men. If he per- 
ceives or thinks he perceives that 
his wife does not do this he becomes 
jealous. 
Often he is too proud tu 
admit his grievance. Often he con- 
quers the emotion and exercises pa- 
tient nobility. 


If he does command himself and 
cover his jealousy he usually finds 
that his suspicions have been unjus- 
tified. 


Jealousy 
frequently 
manifests 
itself in the relations of the nev/ly 
married pair and then dies away 
because the two individuals arrive 
at a fuller understanding of each 
other and become completely trust- 
ing.

THE REPUBLICAN PRESIDENTIAL NOMINEE. 


HUGHES ACCEPTS AND RESIGNS 


HIS PLACE ON SUPREME BENCH 


Washington, June 10.—Justice Hughes late today 


sent a telegram to Chairman Harding of the republican 
national convention formally accepting the republican 
nomination for the presidency. 


At the same time it was announced that the justice 


had resigned as associate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States. 


Justice Hughes sent his resignation by messenger to 


President Wilson. 


Coliseum, Chicago, June 10.— 


Charles Evans Hughes, of New 
York, was today nominated--'for. 
president of the United States by 
the republican national conven- 
tion, and Charles Warren Fair- 
banks, of Indiana, was named for 
vice president. With the comple- 
tion of 'a few remaining formal- 
ities, the convention adjourned. 


Justice 
Hughes' 
nomination 


came on the third ballot and only 
one ballot was needed to select 
Fairbanks for 
vice president. 


There Avas an enthusiastic demon- 
stration after the candidates were 
nominated. 


The official vote on the presidential 


nomination 
was 
read 
as 
follows: 


Hughes, 949%; Weeks, 3; Lafollette, 
3;' Lodge, 7; Roosevelt, 18%: Dupont,, 
6; not voting, 1. 


The Fairbanks Vote. 


John Wanamaker placed the name of 


Mr. Fairbanks in nomination, and the 


' name of former Senator Burkett, of 


Colorado, and William Brant Webster, 
of Oregon, were also presented. Gover- 
nor Willis, of Ohio, seconded Fairbanks. 


The official count pave Fairbanks S6:i; 


Burkett, 108. The others were scattered. 
On motion of Representative Cole . of 
Ohio, the Fairbanks nomination then was 
made unanimous- 


S. A. Perkins of Washington moved 


that Chairman Harding ba appointee 
chairman of the committee to notify 
Justice Hughes and Senator Borah be 
chairman of the committee to notify 
Mr. Fairbanks. It was carried.

But in this 
ctitical period in our national history I 
recognize it is your right to summon 
and that it is'my paramount duty to 
respond. You speak at a time of nation- 
al exigency transcending merely partisan 
considerations. 
You voice the demand 


for a dominant, thorough-going Amer- 
icanism with firm protective upbuilding 
policies, essential to our peace1 and se- 
curity; and to that call, in this crisis, I 
cannot fail to answer with these pledges 
of all that is in me to service of our 


"I desire to sec our diplomacy re- 


stored to its best standards and to have 
:hese advanced; to have no sacrifices of 
lational interest to partisan expedien- 
cies; to have the first ability of thc 
country always at its command here and 
abroad in diplomatic intercourse to main- 
tain firmly our rights under internation- 
al law; insisting steadfastly upon all our 
rights as mutual and fully performing 
our international obligations and by the 
clear correctness and justness of our 
position and our manifest ability and 
lispositiqn to austain them to dignify 
our place among the nations. 


"I stand, for an Americanism that 


knows no ulterior purpose; for a. pa trio- 
:ism that is single and complete. Wheth- 
er native or naturalized of whatever race 


country. Therefore I accept the nomina- 
tion. 


"I stand for the firm and unflinching! 


maintenance of all the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens on land and sea. I neither 
impugn motives nor underestimate dif- 
ficulties.

brave words have been stripped of their 
force by indecision.

We must take up the serious problems 
of transportation of interstate and for-

influx of European women has brought 
forth many suggestions, all with the 
climax of finding husbands. There is 
no danger of enforcing matrimony upon 
tne many American bachelors. "Home 
talent might have done this before, if 
that had been possible. 


"The American bachelor is noted for 


falling in love with a new type. He be- 
comes immured, as it were, with the 
beauty of the American girl. "Also, the 
American girl now-a-days" is thinking of 
steam-heated apartments and moving 
pictures more than ever before. She is 
decidedly scarce in the.lonely reaches 
of the West. In the more thickly popu- 
lated sections of the East, where she is 
m the majority, she seems to prefer the 
department stores to the cook stoves of 
the little known, to them, ranches and 
mines. 


"But let the black eyes of the petite 


French girl, who longs for the quiet of 
our West away from the thoughts of 
war-trodden 
cities, flash 
over the 


healthy and discriminating 'puncher.' 
and it is a safe bet that the puncher' 


begin thinking of a home of his 


own. Perhaps he will see an Italian 
beauty first, or a lass from Scotland, or 
a home-loving and fair-haired- German 
girl. 


"In our Middle West and Southwest 


there are hundreds of thousands of 
ranchmen, miners, cowboys and others 
who have few opportunities of mar- 
riage. Most of the women of their 
communities are married. They either 
went there as wives, or with that prom- 
ising result in view. New families are 
growing up in this new country, but 
there are boys growing up, too, and the 
surplus of men who went West by 
themselves, and have remained there 
alone, continues.

Husbands and lov- 
ers who have become dominated by

It is a 
fixed delusion cropping up again and 
again,'and only ceasing when the 
cause of it, alcoholic tyranny, is re- 
moved from their system. It is one 
of the early signs observed in paret- 
ics, and, when once it appears, is lia- 
ble to grow with the increase of the 
tailing. 


Tho jealousy manifested under 


these conditions is not necessarily 
based upon any great love or upon 
any despicable selfishness. It rises 
from the diseased mind and is attrib- 
utable In the customary case to that 
aisintegratloa of mental 
control 


which Is called alcoholic dementia. 


The second of the two forms is 


that which develops from so:callec! 
natural conditions. It is a common 
emotion, inherently selfish. 
But

OF GOOD. 


Love is the desire for exclusive 


possession of some other mortal, the 
longing to be the sole comrade- of 
some specified member of the oppo- 
site sei in both the reality and ro- 
mance of the world. Jealousy arises 
when either of the two principals 
feels, suspects or imagines that the 
loved one no longer regards him or 
her as exclusive and preferred above 
all others in the universe. 


Sometimes jealousy has produced 


great good, but only in a reflective 
way. When a great soul suffers the 
pangs of the miserable emotion it 
Is called upon to exercise tremend- 
ous force of character to control it. 
A sensitive nature is seared deeply 
by it, but the will power developed 
upon such occasions to restrain this 
emotion has often produced superb 
work along some particular line of 
endeavor. 


Who, will say that Dante was not 


Jealous-of the man who married his 
adored Beatrice? 
And yet the 


lullun genius conquered his misery 
and In the very act of self-control 
trained himself to produce the mas- 
terpieces that have been the model 


for so much of literature since his 
day. 


John Ruskin exhibited perhaps the 


most famous example of controlled 
jealousy when ho surrenderd his 
wife to the artist Millaia when he 
discovered that she loved the paint- 
er, not himself. 


Lord Hamilton, the British diplo- 


mat and husband of the renowned 
beauty, Lady Hamilton, history in- 
forms us. recognized the futility of 
railing against fate when he discov- 
ered that his wife .vas in love with 
the younK admiral. Lord Xelson. Ho 
understood clearly tho disadvantage 
he. an elderly man. had in holding 
the love of his youthful 
wife and 


consequently resigned himself to tho 
situation. 


Othello is a character nf fiction, 


but a character so1 real and so true 
to life in every particular that ho 
may be considered as a pnrson in 
history. He represents, uncontrolled 
Jealousy. Ho permitted his wild 


Who will say that Dante was not jerJons of Beatrice when she married another, and vet so perfect 


Italian's self-control that he mastered the vehement emotion and so learned to write hi 


fancies to become exaggerated until 
he committed the most terrible of 
murders.

Men, I believe, feel jealousy more 


deeply than do women. They surely 
can be aroused more easily. They 
do not trust other men when mat- 
ters of love are concerned. In busi- 
ness and in the club they may ivt 
implicit trust in each other, buv 
when the triangle so celebrated ii> 
the French drama is Muted at they 
becomo enemies.

3S"OT SUSPICIOUS. 


This is not so with the average 


woman. 
She is not so suspicious 


as a man. She has more confidence 
in her male than has lie. 


This fact may be explained by 


psychology. Man is the aggressor. 
With him lies the initiative. The 
husband or lover knows that if true 
grounds for jealousy arc- establish- 
ed it will be due to tho prompting 
of some man, and that his wife or 
sweetheart will remain true to him 
so long as all invaders keep away. 


A man will become jealous upon 


slighter provocation, but tho woman 
will forget it less easily. 
He will • 


fly into a fury and storm and rant, 
but will back down and apologize, 
while she, once her slower jealousy 
is aroused, will become resentful 
and bitter, carrying the affair to its 
bitter end. She feels that she should 
be the only woman in his life and 
that his infidelity wreaks a per- 
manent injury upon her. 


" A man is apt to be jealous in a 
general sense; a woman's jealousy 
is most likely to bo aroused over 


some one distinct and specific act

He watches hur closely to detect, 


if he can, any lack, of adoration of 
himsell. It is a part of man's in- 
heient egotism. 
He regards tlu 


woman ho lo\-es supremely adorable, 
and, believing that all other men 
must look 
upon her in tho same 


light, he suspects all men. Every 
husband wants adoration, and he de- 
mands that his wife concede to hii» 
all of the masculine virtues to be 
found in a world o£ men. If he per- 
ceives or thinks ho perceives that 
his witc does not do this he becomes 
jealous. 
Often he is too proud tu 


admit his grievance. 
Often he coi- 


quers tho emotion and exercises pa- 
tient nobility. 


If he does command himself and 


cover his jealousy ho usually finds 
that his suspicions havo been unjus- 
tified. 


Jealousy 
frequently 
manifests 


itself in the relations of the newly 
married pair and then dies away 
because tho two individuals arrive 
at a fuller 
understanding of each 


other and become completely trust- 
ing. 


Every case of violence created by 


jealousy is not the result of com- 
plicating insanity, although a great 
many of them are. 
Such catastro- 


phes are not born of love, either, 
but of pure selfishness. 
Tho man 


who kills the winner of his beloved 
is. dominated more by envy than by 
jealousy. 
Ho becomes crazed v;ith 


injured prido and resentment. 
If 


he had tho greatness of love which

Savages do not have jealousy in 


the sense that highly civilized, sens- 
itive people have it, although they 
fight over women as do their more 
intelligent brothers. 
Tho motive 


with them is brutal love of suprem- 
acy, but not the 
perpetuation of 


their mate's affection. 
Fidelity of 


itself means little to them, but they 
crave the triumph of the strong arm. 


In normal life jealousy is destruc- 


tive and fatal unless mastered. It 
may become a chronic disease, cat- 
ing and gnawing at the centers of 
faith and contenj until both are con- 
sumed. But when controlled it is 
nothing more than the workings of 
a mighty affection, sensitive and vig- 
ilant. 


If either man or woman felt that 


an act indicative of infidelity on his 
or her part would not arouse the 
jealousy of the helpmate, then would 
come the knowledge that love was 
dead, for tho person who is not 
capable of jealousy is incapable of

The machine was designed to set out 


cabbage and tomato plants, but works 
equally well with trees. It is about 
the size of an ordinary mowing ma- 
chine and is operated by three men and 
two horses. One man drives the team 
while the other two handle the seed- 
lings. The machine makes a furrow in 
which the trees arc set at any desired 
distance, and an automatic device in- 
dicates where they should be dropped. 
Two metal-tired wheels rush and roll 
the dirt firmly down around the roots. 
This is a very desirable feature, it is 
said, because the trees ore apt to die 
if this is not well done. Two attach- 
ments make it possible to place water 
and fertilizer at 
the roots of 
each 


seedling. 
Another attachment 
marks 


the line on which the next row of trees 
is to be planted.

Federal Reserve System Has 


Made Him So, Says 


Mr/Warburg. 


Atlantic City, 1C. J.. Juna 
9.— 


Strengthening of the position of Ameri- 
can bankers in international finance was 
declared to have been one of the most 
important results of the federal reserve 
system, by Paul M. Warburg, member 
of the federal reserve bo»rd, who ad- 
dressed the New York State Bankers' 
association here today. The federal re- 
serve act, be asserted not only has re- 
moved many obstacles which hampered 
bankers and merchants in dealing with 
other countries, particularly those of 
South America, but has provided a posi- 
tive method by which the country's fi- 
nancial interests may be unified in seek- 
ing foreign business. 


Predicting that the American bankers' 


acceptance business would continue to 
grow even after the war ends, he criti- 
cised many importers, particularly of 
New York, for what he said, was their 
folly in not using American exchange. 
He recommended that all republics of 
the continent adopt a uniform monetary 
standard on the basis of-a gold coin 
equivalent to one-lifth of an American 
dollar. 


"With • our 
increasing 
financial 


strength," he said, "and with the daily 
diminution of Europe's saving power it 
stands to reason that, for a long time 
to' come, our discount rates will com- 
pare favorably with those of Europe. 
Our_ friends in South America consider 
the creation of the federal reserve sys- 
tem as one of our greatest achievements, 
and their willingness to rely upon our 
ability to prori&c— to a certain extent, 
at least—such financial aid as Europe 
gave them in the past is predicated up- 
on the confidence that our new' system 
inspires." 


Mr. Warburg cited preparations for 


war made by the federal reserve board 
.to congress and suggested that the rec- 
ommendations lead in two directions: 


"The one is an increase of the re- 


serve banks' general strength and lend- 
ing power and an enlargement of their 
scope of,-U3efulness in dealing with their 
members," he said. 
"The other is the 


removal of limitations heretofore placed 
upon the operation o? national banks. 
Th« board feels keenly that as a mat- 
ter of equity national banks should be 
placed on a parity with state banks and 
trust companies, -wherever this can be 
done consistently with safety and con- 
servative banking principles. 


"Between 
the national and 
state 


banking systems, there must not be any 
competition to secure more members by 
a lowering of banking standards. 
The 


whole country would suffer if this took 
place."

Baron Kato Makes Signi- 


ficant Speech at Politi- 


cal Gathering. 


"Kioto, Japan, May 8.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press).—What 
jmany Japanese people regard at an im- 
.pcrtant political address was delivered 
jwterday by Baron Taktaki Kato, for- 
ger minittw of foreign affairs, and 
leader of the 
gOTernment Doshikai 


party, at the inaugural meeting of the 
Kioto branch of hit party. Alluding to 
Japan's position in the pres«nt war, 
Baron -Kato declared that in hit opinion 
th« Anglo-Japanese alliance must re- 
main the main' pillar of the nation's 
diplomacy. 


The speaker said that Japan would 


jjain a reasonable compensation in re- 
turn for th« part she hit played in the 
war but ho. wished to emphasize that 
Japan's position was different from that 
of her allies in Europe inasmuch as 
Japan's activities have been, restricted 
to the Orient. The statesman warned 
Us- compatriots that should they ex- 
pect too much from-'the peace confer- 
ence they would be disappinoted. 


Turning his'attention to the recent 


attacks on'.the Anglo-Japanese alliance, 
Earon Kato expressed his regrets that 
unfriendly. comment* should have been 
made. It:'was certain/ he said, that 
they wcfo . coVfined;%:?ppliticians -.and 
lay ftcadcMfciang:' ^liit.'.jthc.'- wtiolr.ra 


voiced was the more dangerous, he de- 
clared, because although these rn.cn may 
not know much about practical diplo' 
macy, the masses of the people are 
likely to be misled by their scholastic 
attainments and believe they are right 
The ex-ininiiter added: 


"It would be most regrettable if our 


people are led to any erroneous concep- 
tion of the Anglo-Japanese alliance for 
I regard it as the main pillar of our 
diplomacy." 


Baron Kato said he understood that 


the critics based their •qbjoctions to th< 
alliance on the attitude of British ofli 
cials and merchants in China, who wore 
alleged to be hindering Japanese- im 
dertakingi in that country and on thei: 
belief that the formation of an allianci 
with Russia would render the pact with 
Great Britain useless. It was true, he 
thought, that some British merchants ii 
China 
have " continually 
slanderei 


Japan and her people, but he was con 
vlnced that these Englishmen did no 
represent Great Britain. 


As for the alliance 
with 
Russia 


Baron Kato declared it the height o 
folly to imagine that it could be foraec 
and maintained independently of th 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. He, for one 
would welcome an alliance with Russia 
he said, but he was-convinced that J 
could be made only on the strength o 
the pact with Great Britain and tha 
it must be supplementary to that a! 
Hance.

of the mantle of Kitchener, no figure 
looms so large as that of Sir John 
French, the man whose masterly rc- 
trcnt at the opening of the war saved 
the British 
forces in Belgium 
and 


France from utter annihilation before a 
German force that outnumbered them 
three to one. 


French is 64 and of Trish birth. 
He 


has blazed many new trails in the Brit- 
ish army. As a young officer in an un- 
fashionabie huzzar regiment, known as 
the "Dumpies." he committed the hcrcsy 
of actually spending much time study- 
ing military books.
